—J4 on an investment of 50 cents, r 
half bushel of seed wheat being re- 
quired to seed an acre.

A description of these stream s has 
been w ritten by W, A. McRae, com-_ 
missioner of agrlcuttuie, who quotes 
a young man who has spent his life 
on the banks of the waterways. Tho 
substance of it follows; 
The W acissa rises in “Beautiful 
Springs," near Thomas City, on the 
Tallahassee - Southeastern 
railroad, 
not fa r from the stata capital, and 
flows due south to within three miles 
of the Auciña river, where it disap­ 
pears in the Ancilla. 
Logmen have 
cut a small canal from the poinf of 
disappearance to the .6.ucIIIa. 
Rlaco In Georgia. 
The Aucilla rises in Georgia ana 
flows in a southwesterly direction 
form ing the eastern bonndaty of Je f­ 
ferson county, Florida. 
About three 
miles south of where the Tallahas­ 
see-Southeastern forms a junction 
with tkis river, the Aueilla sinks and 
runs under-ground in a winning way 
fo r possibly 12 miles, rising about 
three mllea north of where the W a­ 
cissa comes into it from below the 
earth.

The course of the river is traced 
by sink-holes, and it can he seen 
plainly. As_ proof of this, an object 
dropped into the stream where it 
first sinks is teen to rise and pass 
through the various 
sinks to the
